For  the  condemnation  of  right  of  way  for  Water  Works  purposes  along  the 
west  bank  of  the  St.  Joseph  River  in  Sections  24  and  25,  Township  31  North, 
Range  12  East,  and  in  Sections  19  and  30,  Township  31  North,  Range  13  East. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  V/ayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  condem^a  rigl^  of  way 
for  Water  Works  purposes  along  the  west  bank  of  the  St.  in 

Sections  24  and  25,  Township  31  North,  Range  12  East,  end^i^^-^B^tions  19 
and  30, Township  31  North,  Range  13  East.  4 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  condemnation  of  a right  of 
way  for  Water  Works  purposes  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  condemnation  of  the  right  of  way  to  be  made  by  condemning  and 
appropriating  for  Water  Works  purposes  the  following  described  property; 

Commencing  at  the  point  where  the  west  line  of  the  East  Half  of  the 
Southeast  Quarter  of  Section  25,  Township  31  North,  Range  12  East,  in- 
tersects the  thread  of  the  St.  Joseph  River;  thence  north  along  said  west 
line  of  the  East  Half  of  the  Southeast  Quarter  of  said  section  25  to  its 
intersection  with  the  east  and  west  center  line  of  said  Section  25,  Town- 
ship 31  North,  Range  12  East;  thence  east  along  said  east  and  west  center 
line  of  said  Section  25,  one  hundred  seventy-five  (175)  feet;  thence  on 
an  angle  to  the  left  of  forty  (40)  degrees  a distance  of  five  hundred

of  all  acts  amendatory  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof,  including  the 
right  to  bond  assessments  as  in  said  law  ordered. 


The  total  cost  of  said  condemnation  of  right  of  way  for  Water  Works 
purposes  as  above  described  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  Fort  Wayne  Water 
Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wasme,  Indiana.
